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In'  a Heallh  Resort  isiich  as  Faliiioutli  one  expects  to 
find  an  unduly  high  proportion  of  (ilderly  people  and 
that  this  is  the  case  ^ confirmed  b}'  the  fact 
that  over  44  per  cent  of  the  deaths  were  of  persons  over 
75  years  of  age.  This  accounts  for  the  high  death  rate 
compared  with  the  average  for  the  whole  country .

The  Infant  Mortality  Rat©  was  the  highest  since  1944- 
It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  however  that  no  statistic  which 
involves  multiplying  by  4 to  get  the  rate  per  thousand 
can  be  taken  very  seriously. 

It  might  be  inferred  from  the  Analysis  of  Causes  of 
D:ath  that  heart  diseases  are  on  tlue  increase.  Over  50 
of  the  91  deaths  attribut,ed  to  this  condition  were  of 
persons  over  75  years  of  age.  In  my  opinion  the  majority 
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of  deaths  of  persons  over  70  should  be  classified 
simply  as  due  to  “Old  Age.’’  If  that  were  done  the 
Analysis  ol  'Causes  of  Death  would  give  a truer  p cture 
ot  tUie  inoirtaiity  rate  duo  to  heart  diseases,  in;.er- 
crai.  ial  vascular  ks.ons,  bronchitis,  pneumonia  and 
even  canc^. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  THE  HEALTH 

SERVICE 

1 . CLINICS 

All  the  usual  elni.iLs  are  held  in  h'almouth.  Thes*- 
ii-iJudo  Inlant  Wellare,  Ante-naial,  Miimr  Ailments' 
penpal,  Lye,  Orthopaedic,  Cliild  Guidaijce  anu 
Speech  Therapy  clinics. 

At  the  INFANT  WELFARE  CLINICS  there  were 
2,988  attendances  during  the  year.  This  gives  ,ui 
average  of  over  29  per  session. 

lltc  DENIAL  CLINIC  provided  treatment  toi 
school-chddren  and  also  tor  47  uio'ihcrs  and  60 
pre-school  children. 

Ihe  ANTE-NAIAL  CLINIC  was  a midwives  clinic 
only.  It  could  have  done  good  work  but  did  not 
prove  popular. 

2.  AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

No  figures  are  available  for  previous  yeais  but  it  is 
safe  Lo  say  that  the  expansion  has  been  considerable. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  the  vehlcl^e  strength  was  2 
ambulances  and  i utilecon  staffed  by  6 full-time 
driveis.  At  might  and  during  the  week-ends  the 
service  was  maintaned  by  volimteer  drivers  of  tlu 
Falmioiith  Division  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade.  I feel  that  the  whole  commimity  is  deeply 
indebted  to  these  men  who  tun.ied  out  at  all  hours  atul 
in  all  weathers  whenever  called  upon. 

Patients  carried  3,833  Miles  travelled  38,060. 

3 HOSPITAL  CAR  SERVIl'lC 

Orat  tude  is  due  also  to  the  organiser  and  the  drivers 
of  the  Hospital  Car  SiTvice  who  never  failed  at  any 
time  to  meet  the  enormously  increased  dennand  on 
their  services. 

Pa/dents  carried  3,903.  Mflcs  travelled  45,468. 
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4 HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 

Tho  establishment  of  Home  Helps  for  Falmouth  dining 
1949  was  4.  These  ladies  gave  assistance  ii.'  th  ' 
homes  of  26  maternity  and  98  other  eases. 

5.  AFTER-C'y\RE  GRANTS. 

14  tubercular  jjcrsons  were  granted  free 
extra  nourslimcin.t  on  the  re<'ommendation  of  the 
County  Tuberculosis  (Mhcer. 

6.  LABORATORY  FAGH.TTTES. 

It  was  arranged  as  from  ist  April,  1949' 
bacteriological  work  r levant  to  the  diagnosis, 
control  anid  prevenfon  of  infectious  disease  would  be 
done  free  of  charge  to  local  authorities  at  the  Royal 
Cornwall  Infirmary.  Towards  the  end  of  .he  year 
the  Publ'c  Hedth  Labora'ory  Service  established  a 
laboratory  ku  Truro  for  this  work.

Oa  31st  Decemlx'r,  1949, 
Ihere  were  888  children  betwf.'cn  the  agi^s  of  15  mon  hs 
and  5 years  ku  h'ahnouth  and  of  these  629.  or  70.8  i)cr 
cent  had  been  immunised.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermeyi  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough 

of  Falmouth. 

23itl  June,  1950. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  submilting  to  you  niy  23rd  Annual  Repoiii  on  the 
Sanitary  circumsitances  of  the  Borough,  I have  been  guided 
by  'Qtrcular  2/50,  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  loj- 
this  purpose. 

The  Council  decided  to  cease  colled  ion  of  all 
SaJvage  on  the  9th  November,  as  it  wais  found 
impossible  to  dispose  of  exisiting  stocks  of  Waste  Paper. 

In  connection  with  Rodent  Infestation,  twe; 
Maintenance  Treatments  of  the  sewers  were  carried  oul , 
and  householders  have  co-operated  in  notifyii^g  tlie  presence 
of  rats  and  mice,  particularly  sinice  the  introduction  of  a 
free  service  to  Private  Dwellings. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  G.  Cox,  Water  Engineer,  for  the 
following  report : — 

Thq  Falmouth  Water  Undeidakkvg  is  Municipally  owned. 

The  source  of  supply  is  from  Gathering  Grounds  el 
gravel  and  peat  sub  soil,  into  impounding  and  settlii.g 
reservoirs.  The  water  is  subjected  to  (sand)  pressuic 
fifteration.  The  filitered  water  is  c'hloiinated  l|o  maiintam 
the  required  standard  of  bacterial  purity  and  is  treated 
with  lime  to  correct  its  corrosive  tendency. 

Chemiioal  and  Badteriological  analyses  are  taken  monthly 
of  ah  water  in  supply,  and  the  raw  water  quarterly. 

During  1949,  the  average  daily  consumption  within 
th.e  statutory  area  of  supply  was  1,161,892  gallons. 

The  number  of  Trade  Supplies  for  the  year  equals  453 
and  the  number  of  Dornestic  Supplies  equals  5,306. 
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Durin^g  the  year  a new  watei  niak.  was  laid  for  the 
irev€'dian  Po'licc  Housing  Estate. 

The  Water  Supply  in  the.  statutory  Mea  has  be(!u 
entirely  satis  fad  oiy  ^a)  ijii  quality  and  (b)  in  quaniily. 

' Sewerage. 

Sewage  d.sposal  js  priixipally  by  sea  outfalls,  one  a, 
iviiddlo  Point  and  one  discharging  from  a Septic  'PaLik  at 
LyUyngvase. 

Ihcre  is  also  a.  small  Plant,  consisting  of  Setdkrg 
I auks-  etc.,  uv  li  t wo  percolating  Plltcrs  to  deal 
the  sewage  Irom  the  SwanvciJe,  Penmere  and  Trescobeas 
Areas. 

Ihe  Council  have  under  consideration  a New  Scheme 
to  loplao©  the  overburdened  Swanvale  Sewage  Farm  and 
to  deal  with  the  Dracaena  Avenue  and  Ponsharden  Areas 
au  1 future  development  of  BosloWick  and  Trescobeas 
.-\reas,  and  an  Official  Inquiiy  was  held  on  26th  Octob  r 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Drainage. 

During  the  year,  11.4  new  drains  were  tested,  hist  b) 
means  of  Water  Test,  then  by  Smoke  Test,  and  all  linali\ 
approved.  In  addition,  23  yards  of  new  6 inch  sewer  at 
d revethan  Road  were  tested  and  ayproved.

Oii-C  house  w^as  treated  for  Bed  Bug  infestation,  and  17 
for  floas.  30  Wasps  nests  were  destroyed. 

Rodent  Control. 

In  connection  with  the  Rats  and  MicC'  (Dcstruct.on) 
Ati , 1919'  ar.id  the  Infestation  Order,  i943>  cases 

were  dealt  with. 

The  baits  used  for  prebaiting  were  2 1 cwts.  ol 
Sausage  Rusk  and  i cwt.  Bread  Mash,  and  for  i>oison- 
i.g,  Arsenu-,  Zinc  Phosphide  and  Red  Squill  were  die 
chief  agents. 

Based  on  tlie  actual  “takes  of  ixiison"  it  is  c-fmaltHl 
lhai  1.842  rats  and  429  mice  were  Icllcd.  561  dead 
rodents  were  picked  up. 

The  w'ork  doi.'c  during  the  year  induded  the  troat- 
II- cn.  of  the  Onincirs  Sew-ers,  which  resulted  in  an 
csthualed  kill  of  46,  inchuied  in  the  above  total. 
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Co-opea-aiJion  Jias  teun  maintailned  iwith  the  Ministry  of 
i’ood  Rodent  Destruction  Department  and  tlie 
Cornwall  Agricultural  'Qommittcc  Pest  Department. 

Onto  full-time  Rodent  Operator  was  employed  and 
mc.thods  of  treiatmint  wore  atrictly  in  accordance  witii 
the  Ministry  of  Agrmuimral  and  P'lisheries  recommenda- 
t'ons  & included  poisox'rng  and  trapping. 

No  charges  were  made  for  treatmen,!  carried  out  at 
dwelling  houses.

Housing. 

Housing  work  was  chiefly  restricted  to  dealing  with 
majiitei-iance  of  property  in  as  reasonable  a condition  as 
pc'ssible,  in  view  of  the  shortage  of  materials  and  labour. 

During  the  year  the  Local  Authority  built  52  houses 
which  brings  t!he  total  of  Council  Houses  to  836  and  eight 
houses  were  built  privately. 

Squatters’  Camp. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  37  huts  were  occupied. 
Sanitary  accommodation,  water  supply,  oil  cooking 
stoves  and  dustbins  have  been  provided  and  frequent 
inspections  are  made  to  ensure  that  a reasonable  standard 
■'f  sanitation  is  maintained. 

The  Coimcil  have  granted  the  occupiers  of  huts  per- 
miss'on  to  install  gas  and  electricity.

Milk  Supply. 

There  are  sixteen  fanus  in  the  Borough  three  of  which 
are  licensed  to  produce  T.T.  Milk  and  eleven  produce 
ungraded  'milk. 

Distribaiion  of  milk  was  carried  out  by  23  purveyors 
tliere  being  one  distributor  of  Pasteurised  Milk  and  ii  oi 
T.T.  Milk.  Thirty-five  cowshed  inspections  were  made 
during  the  year. 
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Eight  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  Mothyene  Blue 
Ua'icI  B.Coli  te^ts,  with  satisfjictory  results. 

Six  Supplementary  and  hve  Dealers'  LicenBes  to 
use  the  Special  Designation  “Tuberculin  Tested”  were 
graiUed  during  the  year. 

No  samples  have  been  taken  for  the  examination  as 
to  tlie  proisence  of  Tubercle  Bacilli.
